Gilbert Reid's Conception.

Mr. Reid, it is said, became convinced 
years ago that the way to bring these 
Chinese ‘to Christianity was to bring 





them to it by means of the path of 
higher = civilization. His plan has 
worked well in a small field and it is 
believed that it will work well in the 
field in which Mr. Rockefeller’s money 
will supply the means of tilling. | Re- 
ligion does not enter into the teaching 
at Shanghai. The imperial government 
will be asked to sanction the work. 
Ample opportunity will be given the 
Chinese upper classes to learn just 
what the aims of the institutions are,

The withdrawal of City Counselor 
Bates from the position of prosecutor 
caused considerable comment around 
the Four Courts. While “Mr. Bates 
stated that the duties of his office were 
so pressing that it was impossible for 
him to attend the trials, it is also said 
that he is not in sympathy with the 
prosecution. He refused to argue either 
of the cases tried, and asked questions 
merely along the line of the charges. 

It is said that the City Counselor had 
no faith in the witnesses who were tes- 
tifying against detectives, and that he 
asked the board to relieve him from 
further appearance. 

The formal reading of the charges was 
waived and the record of the defendant, 
as shown on the police books, was of- 
fered in evidence. He became a Da- 
trolman in 1901 and a detective in 1904.

87 MINERS DEAD, 12 HURT. 


Fire Damp Explodes in One 
Mine, Elevator Falls in Other. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
FORBAC H, Germany. March 16.—An 
explosion of a fire damp in the coal 
mine at Kleinrosseln, near here, last 
night, resulted in the death of 6 min- 
ers and the injury of 12 others. The 
disaster occurred between 10 and U 
o'clock in a small gallery, in which 
80 miners were at work. Three of the 
men are still missing. 

The tmmediate cause of fhe disaster 
has not yet been established. The mine 
belongs to Herr Wente, a National Lib- 
eral member of the Reichstag. 

At Saarlous. Rhenish Prussia, 
miners were killed this morning at the 
Jerhard coal mine. They were descend- 
ing one of the shafts in a cage when the 
cable broke near the ton and the min- 
ers plunged down several* hundred feet. 
They all met with instant death. 

The mine belongs to the Prussian 
Government, which has already begun 
an official _ nquiry into the accident.

Not one 
St. Louis member voted with the move- 
ment to reduce St. Joseph street car 
fares. The St. Louis representatives 
either voted against the bill or did not 
rn at all.

Folk held several sessions with 
leaders of the House and Senate yes- 
terday evening and it is his opinion 
that the Legislature has failed to pass 


several. matters of importance. 


Chief among these are the excise bill 
and the é@nablingact, both of which are 
considered the Governor’s two favor- 


ite measures. 


The excise bill was killed yesterda 
after fifteen or twenty amendemnts of- 
fered with the evident intention of get- 
ting the bill in such shape that the 
House would not it, had been in- 
troduced. Just prior to the killing of 
the bill, the members engaged in a 
wrangle which lasted more than two 
hours. 

As soon as the bill was called up. 
Senator Ferris offered an amendment 
making the office of the State Excise 
Commissioner elective. Senator Ely, 
who led the fight to save the bill, de- 
clared that such an amendment would 
certainly destroy the measure, and 
Senator Avery begged Ferris to with- 
draw the amendment... Ferris, however. 
refused. The amendment was adopted 
by a vote of 16 to 14. 

Another amendment adopted struck 
out the court review clause and another 
prevented politicians, officials of all 
kinds and owners or employes of brew- 
eries g@nd distilleries om obtaining 
dramshop licenses. Many other amend-'| 
ments were offered, several of them In 
a spirit of fun. 

Senator Kinney sought to. prevent 
members of temperance organizations, 
charter, or otherwise, from obtaining 
dramshop licenses and, failing in this, 
tried to provide every county and city 
of the second or third class with an 
Excise Commissioner. Voted down in 
this, he tried to amend the bill by 
striking out everything but the title and 
enacting clause. This was also refused. 

From the roll call, which resulted in 
the killing of the bill, it became ap- 
parent that the bill never had a chance 
of passing the Senate. 

The Assembly last night was filled 
with interest as to what might happen.

MOTHER SUES FOR GIRLS 








Used to Whip Little Ones While 
‘in Temper,’’ Mother- 
in-Law Says. 


Mrs. Marie C. Letson of 4054 Evans 
avenue, just couldn't agree with her 
rich mother-in-law, Mrs. Grace Letson- 
Scully, about how Mrs. Letson’s chil- 
dren ought to be disciplined, and she 
does not think the grandmother is en- 
titled to them. Her habeas corpus suit 
for possession of her three little girls 
went to trial today in Judge Fisher’s 
court. 

The children for whose custody Mrs. 
Letson is suing are Grace, 14 years old; 
Ada, 12 and Naomi, 4. Her boys are 
Benjamin, 10; George, 8, and Charles, 6. 

The difference in view as to how the 
children ought to be controlled is not 
the only cause of dissension between 
the women. Mrs. Letson-Scully, on the 
stand, testified that her daughter-in-law 
was engaged to be married a second 


time, and that her fiance bossed the 
children around as if he had a rignt 
already to do so. 

Mrs. Letson-Scully, both of whose 
husbands are dead, lives now at 2842 
Ariington avenue. She testified that she 
is worth $00,000 or more. Benjamin F. 
Letson, her son and the father of the 
disputed children, died soon arter Scully, 
her second husband. Letson was a fire- 
man, and was killed at Twentieth and 
Olive streets four years ago. 

Mrs. Letson and her mother-in-law 
lived at that time in houses with the 
rear yards adjoining, and in their com- 
mon bereavement became closely inti- 
mate. Mrs. Letson’s six children—her 
three boys are now in her custody— 
played from one yard to another, and 
seemed as fond of their grandma as of 
their mother, the grandmother testified. 


Whipped Them in Temper. 


So the two women decided to live to- 
gether and Mrs. Letson-Scully made her 
home at her daughter-in-law’s house. 
She sald they got a.ong together first 
rate, except that sometimes they quar- 
reled about how. the chiidren ought to 
be governed. At this point the mother- 
in-law, a stout woman in_ sealskins, 
with an air of being able to take care 
of herself, faced Mrs. Letson with a 
Stare of disapproval. 

“She used to punish. the children 
when she was in a temper,’’ Mrs. Let- 
son-Scully said, severely, ‘‘and that is 
very unwise, Oncé she struck Grace, 
the oldest girl, with a stick. I could 
not stand by idly and see such things 
going on.”’ 

A year ago Alex Meldrum, a good- 
looking young man, became a boarder 
at the home. Mrs. Letson-Scully testi- 
fied with a show of indignation that her 
daughter-in-law fell “hea. over heels”’ 
in love with the young man and that 
she had learned recently they were en- 
Saged to be married. 

This was the cause of further quar- 
rels between the mother and the grand- 
mother of the children. Mrs. Letson- 
Scully said her daughter-in-law some- 
times used improper language in the 
presence of the little ones and that the 
young man did, too. 

Mrs. Letson moved a month ago to 
the Evans avenue address. She left 
two of the little girls with their grand- 
mother, but took with her the three 
boys and Naomi, the youngest girl. 
Since then Naomi has gone to live with 
her grandmother. 

Mrs. Letson-Scully testified that she 
always sent her grandchildren to Sun- 
day School and church and that she 
was educating the oldest girl in mu- 
sic. On cross-examination she admitted 
that their mother was doing all these 
things before they went to live with 
Mrs. WLetson-Scully. The. grandmother 
said she intended to adopt the children 
andl make them her heirs if she were 
allowed to keep them. 

Miss Blanche St. Cin of 2617 Frank- 
lin avenue testified that she often vis- 
ited Mrs. Letson and that the latter 
seemed ‘‘all wrapped up" in Meldrum. 

Woman Played Detective. 

Miss St. Cin, who is a seamstress 
and canvasser, testified that by playing 
the part of detective she had obtained 
much of the evidence on which Mrs. 
Scully depends to win her contest for 
the children. In taking orders for lace 
and chinaware, Miss St. Cin said, she 
visited Mrs. Letson’'s former home at 
3814 Gravois avenue; met Meldrum and 
several other men who were boarding 
there, and took advantage of her ac- 
quaintance to make observations of 
Mrs. Letson's ability as a housekeeper 
and of her treatment and care of her 
children. 

Miss St. Cin said she introduced her- 
self to Mrs. Letson as “Miss Wise’’ on 
her first visit. She at first declined to 
give a reason for assuming the name, 
but under, the judge's questioning told 
that it. wasedone to prevent her true 
miseion from becoming known. 

Once, while a guest at dinner in Mrs, 
Letson’s house, Miss ‘St. Cin testified 
she heard the boarders discussing the 
length of time uired by women to 
Yress. She said Meldrum averred that 
it took Mrs. Letson threé hours to at- 
tire herself. She said that whatever 
sho learned of Mfs. Letson’s movements 
she told Mra. Scully. Mrs. Letson was 
not a good housekeeper. Miss St. Cin 
said, and failed to keep her children 
neat and clean.

Governor Folk Holds Purpose of 
State Law Is to Assure 
Pure Drink, 


Now comes Ernest Marshall, State’ 
Beer Inspector, linking milk and beer 
together as ‘“‘twin sisters.” Chemistry 
proves it, he declares. All that is lack- 
ing in the drink for which we are in- 
debted to the cow is the little element 
of alcohoi—a mere bagatelle of about 
three per cent, says the man who 
stands sentry over Missouri beer. 

For how many generations no man 
knows, devoted mothers have been feed- ' 
ing milk to their darling infants, never 
once realizing that they were nourish- 
ing their little ones. upon that which 
iinpartial chemistry shows to be closely 
akin to beer. , 

On the other hand, many a devoted 
consumer of beer, who looks upon milk 
as a beverage of molly coddles, will be 
annoyed at the news that his favorite 
drink is really—chemically speaking— 
about the same thing ag chiidren pour 
over tcast at breakfast. 

Inspector Marshall, in support of his 
theory, has the following to say: 

It is apparent since the enactment of the 
lid and the consequent increased demand for 
bottled beer, that people are becoming Mere 
friendly to beer as a beverage. 

The Chemical Analysis.

Governor Folk has contended that it is the 
purpose of the beer inspection law to give the 
consumer the purest article known under the 
name of ‘‘beer and other mait liquors,’’ and 
with his assistance, since my appointmenr, 
June 16, 1906, I have been enabled to em- 
ploy an expert chemist to anaiyze all beer 
and other mals liquors offered for sale in 
Missourl. Thus far the analysis of all beer 
brewed in St. Louis has been completed as 
Fell as four foreign beers. 

The unsanitary condition of ice boxes sud 
tubes which convey the beer from the origina 
ackage to the glass of the consumer in sa- 
oous, is more often the cause if impure beer 
than the beer itself. If the consumer were 
to inspect the ice box and take part of the 
rubber tube through which the beer passes 
and split it open, he would readily understand 
why his beer was ‘‘off’’ in flavor. Doubt- 
less he would be surprised to find these tubes 
absolutely filthy in many cases and a con- 
veyor of disease rather than of pure bever- 
age; therefore it is not fair to condemn the 
beer. Of course the world is aware of the 
fact that there are dirty saloonkeepers as 
well as poor housekeepers,

ON THE WEST SID 


Plan to Exchange Relay Sta- 
tion Service for Local 
Extensions. 














NORTH AND WEST LINES 





Original Arrangement on Belief 
That East Side Connection 
Most Important. 


Plans fcr pneumatic mail tubes be- 
tween the main Postoffice in St. Louis 
and the Relay Depot in East St. Luuis 


may be abandoned, and an extension of 
the service on the West Side of the riv- 
er substituted. 

Information from Washington is that 
the vibrations of the Eads Bridge, alon 
which the tubes would have to be laid, 
are considered a hindrance to the c»on- 
nection of the two cities in that way, 
but this explanation is not agreed with 
by Nathan Frank, legal representative 
of the American Pneumatic Tube Co., 
in St. Louis. 

Mr. Frank told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Saturday that a change in the 
company’s plans is now being discussed 
with the officials of the Postoffice De- 
partment in Washington, but that the 
vibrations on the bridge are not the 
arguments used. 

“The question is simply one of pol- 
icy,”’ said Mr. Frank. ‘‘We believe it 
might be more to the liking of the peo- 
ple of St. Louis to have the service ex- 
tended on this side of the rivers rath- 
er than proceed with present ‘plans. 
Representatives of the department and 
others interested share cur views on 
this subject. The problem of laying 
the tubes on Eads ridge is not dif- 
ficult and has nothing to do with the 
proposed departure from original de- 
signs. 

North and West Lines. 

“Our proposition is to push our sys- 
tem northward as far as Bremen and 
wesward to some point not yet determ- 
ined. That would give the city better 
facilities than a connection with the 
Relay Depot in East St. Louis. We 
could handle mail to and from trains 
on the north side and transmit them 
instantaneously to the present 


“We now have tubes from the Union 


Station to the main postoffice, and from 


there to Main street and Washington 
avenue and to the old Postoffice at 
Third and Olive streets. A line north 
to Bremen and one west would plainiy 
increase accommodations. 

“The delay in executing the plans 
for a tube between St. Louis and [Fast 
St. Louis was not of our making. When 
we were ready to begin work in 1903 
the Terminal Railroad asked that we 
postpone it until after the Fair vo as 
not to hamper traffic on the . bridge. 
At the company’s request we_ Gid 
nothing durin 1944 and 1906. Then 
came the question whether it would not 
be better to lay the entire mileage on 
this. side of the river.’’

TENETS EXPLAINED 


Judge Hanna, at the Odeon, 
Defends Mrs, Eddy and 
Her Teachings. 


In a lecture entitled “Christian Sci- 
ence, the Religion of the Bible,’ de- 
livered before an audience of over 3000 
persons at the Odeon last evening, 
Judge Septimus J. Hanna dwelt par- 
ticularly upon the command of Jesus 
in sending out his twelve disciples 
when he said: “And as ye gO preach, 
saying, Tne Kingdom of Heaven is at 
hand. Heal the sick, cleanse the lepers, 
raise the dead, cast out devils."’ Also 
upon his further words after his res- 
urrection when he said: “Go ye there- 
fore, and teach all nations, paptizing 
them in the name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 
Teaching them to observe all things 
whatsoever I have commanded you; 
and jo, lam with you alway, even unto 
the end of the world.”’ 

This language, he declared, was broad 
and unqualified. He said that Christian 
healing was practiced for the first 300 
years of the Christian Era, and stated 
that Gibbon in his history of early 
Christianity gave the cases of many 
prominent Romans who were healed by 
the aposties and their immediate fol- 
lowers, and also cases of raising the 
dead. The history of the church, he 
also declared, as set forth in the works 
of the early fathers, recently repub- 
lished, gave many cases of healing by 
spiritual means and re-related that even 
John Wesley, the founder of the Meth- 
odist Church, was a firm believer in 
the healing efficacy of pare.

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NORMAL sun spot, fully formed 
A and not beginning to break up. 
consists of two: essential parte— 
the dark umbra in the center and the 
lighter penumbra which surrounds the 
umbra. Within the penumbra are found 
numerous smaller black spots, known as 
nucieoli. Although to the observer the 
dark part of the spot gives the appear- 
ance of intense darkness, the actual! 
fact is that the very blackest parts are 
probabiy brighter than the electric light, 
avid lo durk to us simply because the 
rest of the sun is so exceedingly bright. 
The sun. spot was formerly thought to 
be a hollow depression in the surface 
of the sun, shaped somewhat like @ 
saucer and much less hot than the re- 
maining portions. The belief now is 
that some may be depressions, while 
others are much higher than the sur- 
face of the sun. The outer limits of the 
spvst are usually sharply @efined. In 
size the umbra may vary from about 39 
miles to 50,000 miles in diameter, white 
the penumbra may reach out to a dts- 
tance of fully 530,000 miles more, or, in 
other words, its diameter is 150,000 miles. 
At times these sun spots are large 
enough to be seen with the naked eye 
through a fog or through a colored 
giass at sunset, but they usually re- 
quire the aid of a telescope to render 
them visible. 

Sun spots have been studied since 1610. 
They are usually short-lived, some last- 
ing for only a few days, altheugh the 
larger ones usually last for two or three 
months and may live for even longer 
periods, as in the case of the great sun 
spot of 1840-41, which could be seen for 
18 months. The development of the sun 
spot usually takes several days, but 
may require only a few hours. At first, 
dark spots or ‘‘pores’’ appear, scattered 
irregularly over a- portion of the sun's 
surface.’ Then the spots seem to af- 
range themselves in line with their 
length in an east and west d'rectidn, one 
spot, more compact and regular, acting 
as a leader, while a second, possibly 
ever larger than the leader, serving as @ 
rear guard. The spots move slowly in 
Lhe direction of the sun's rotation—to- 
ward the east and as they advance the 
smaller spots gradually disappear. 


Often the large rear spot disappears 
with the smaller ones, leaving only the 
first one asa well-developed spot, which 
then remains nearly without onward 
motion and may last for several weeks 
or months, or may disappear in the 
course of a few hours. The normal sun 
spot thus developed often breaks up in- 
to seVeral spots, the separate 
flying apart with a speed of over 1000 
miles per hour. Whether the spot lives 
for a long or for 
usually disappears very 
once it starts to break up, the particles 


seeming to tumble over each other in 


their haste. 


Active sun spots that appear within 


15 degrees of the sun's equator move 
usually to the eastward and slightly to- 
ward the sun's equator, while those that 
appear at latitudes higher than 15 “de- 
grees usually move eastward and away 
froin the sun's equator. Most of the 
spots appear betwern the latitudes of 
5 and 40 degrees, both north and south.
